Traffic—Before Licenses Granted, Map Must be Furnished 
of Proposed Route—Large Indemnity Bonds 
Are Called For.

The bond shall not be void upon 
first recovery, but may be sued upon 
and recovered from time to time until 
the full penalty thereof is exhausted. 

License Fees 

The sum of $5.00 has to be paid for | 
each seat space of 18 inches in each 
vehicle used. The payments have to 
be made in January, although if a 
vehicle is not operated until after the 
first day of July the payments are re- 
duced by one-half. 

There is «a pvovision insisting upon 
regularity of wperation by the jitneys. 
For breaches of the bylaw an offender, 
upon conviction, is liable to a fine of 
not less than $10 or more than $100, 
and each day's violation constitutes a 
separate offence.

There are now pro- 
vinecial prohibitory measures in 
force, or due to come into force at 


an early date, in every part of 


Canada save the Yukon and cer 


tain portions of the province of 
Quebe ; and a measure eliminat- 
ing the bar-room and substituting 
the cafe principle has been recent- 
ly passed by the Que shee Legisla- 
ture. Public opinion in the sev- 
eral provinces cannot therefore be 


said to be now ‘‘varying.”’ It is, 


in a most remarkable degree, 
uniform. So much so that the 


authority of the Dominion, which 


allows liquor to be manufaetured 
and shipped from one provinee to 


another, is a positive and very seri 


ous handicap to the carrying out | 


of the publie ds termination that 


the traffic shall be stopped. — Tn 


these cireumstances the time has 
gone when the Dominion Govern 


ment and Parliament should stand 


neutral and leave the whole res 
ponsibility of dealing with this na 
tional problem upon the provin- 


cial legislatures and authorities.

He is also drawing salary 
as commissioner to investigate, 
when he feels like it or when he is 
told to, certain matters in connec 
tion with the administration of 
our military affairs. According 
to Hon. Robert Rogers, a man who 
does this is guilty of a species of 
‘graft.’’ Mr, Rogers is a mem- 
ber of the Government which al 
lows Mr. Davidson to draw pen- 
sion as an ex-judge and salary as 
a commissioner, On the state- 
ment of Mr. Rogers, ne and his eol- 
leagnes are conniving at ‘‘graft’’ 
by pensioner Davidson. Why 
Is it that Mr. Davidson will wield 
the whitewash brush as he did to 
the reputations of Sir Sam Hughes 
and Sir Riehard MeBride? 


The present Dominion Govern- 
ment is a coalition of Conserva- 
tives and Nationalists, dependent 
for existence upon the support of 
Conservative voters and. National- 
ist voters. Conservative voters 
sare more for the interests of the 
British Empire, and for Canada’s 
honor as a part of the British Em 
pire, than they do for the political 
fortunes of the gentlemen who 
happen for the moment to be 
drawing salary as Ministers of the 
Crown in Canada, Nationalist 
voters care nothing for the in- 
terests of the British Empire, nor 
for the honor and duty of Canada 
as a part of that Empire, where 
these come into confliet with the 
supremaey of their party ideals. 
A National Service scheme can 
redound to the political advantage 
of the present Government only 
if it is represented to Conserva- 
tive voters as based solely upon 
the idea that Canada should do all 
it can do to help preserve the Bri- 
tish Empire and to vindicate 
Canada’s place as the chief Do 
minion of that Empire; and only 
if it is at the same time represent- 
ed to Nationalist voters as ealeu- 
lated to defer to the ideals of their 
faction wherever these come into 
conflict with the question of do- 
ing all that might be done to pre- 
erve the Empire from destrue 
tion and Canada from the humilia 
tion of being a shirker. Is that 
why the present National Ser- 
viee scheme is represented to Eng- 
lish-speaking supporters of the 
Government as a scheme for mak- 
ing everyone do his bit for King 
and country, and to Nationalist 
voters as a scheme for providing 
well-paid jobs for those who re 
fuse to serve their King and 

country?

Will Lead to Edmonton Jan. 23 
When U. F. A. 


Many Important Problems Will be Discussed by Delegates—Lieut.- 
Governor Brett, Mayor Henry, and Hon. Duncan Marshall 
Will Extend Official Welcome—Big Event in 

History of City 


When the big convention of farmers 
and farm Women assembles in First 
ltresbyterian Church, Edmonton, on 
Tuesday morning, January d, a 
hearty and official welcome Will be ex- 
tended to the throng of visitors by His 
Hionor Lieut.-Governor Brett, His Wor- 
ship Mayor Henry and Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture. It 
will be a comprehensive welcome ex- 
pressing the hearty good-will and 
best wishes of the province and the 
city, whose prosperity is bound up 
with the progress and prosperity ot 
the farmers, and also of the provincial 
department of agriculture, Whose sole 
aim and object has ever been to do 
everything possible to help the fe 
ers of Alberta towards a still gr 
happiness and comfortable prosperity. 

The United Farmers and the United 
Farm Women, each in their own or- 
ganization, will strive during their con- 
vention meetings, lasting from Tues- 
day, January 23rd, to Friday, January 
26th, to work out their own salvation 
in an honest effort to overcome the 
difficulties and handicaps of farm life, 
and to foster and develop a contented 
and prosperous community of farmers 
all over the prairies of this broad pro- 
vince, 

The problems of the rural com- 
munities will be solved as far as pos- 
sible in an effort to improve and bet- 
ter the conditions of rural life, and in- 
crease the happiness, health and com- 
fort of the farmers and their families 
The need of rural hospitals will be one 
of the most important topics to be 
discussed, 

The problems of rural taxation, and 
those peculiar to the municipal bodies, 
local improvement and schoo! districts, 
will come in for a share of attention 
at the convention. Leven in this par- 
liament of Alberta farmers there are 
questions of procedure to be settled in 
accordance with the rules laid down 
in the constitution which the United 
Farmers have adopted, One of the 
most interesting features will be the 
election of officers by ballot. 


Social Events. 


The chief social events on the pro- 
gram of both conventions will be the 
reception at the University of Alberta 
on Tuesday evening, and the banquet 
at the Macdenaid. Hotelson Thursday 
evening. 

Among the topics dealing with the 
business interests of the farmers, the 
problems of the live stock industry 
are most prominent on the program, 
for while grain growing and the grain 
trade are important matters to the 
farmers, yet in Alberta ther are a 
great many farmers who feed most if 
not all their grain, and find most suc- 
cess with mixed farming. 

A branch of the live stock depart- 
ment of farm industry which will have 
an important relation to the progress 
and future prosperity of the whole 
provinee, is that of sheep raising. The 
convention will not only discuss the de- 
velopment of the sheep-raising indus- 
try, but also the problem of getting 
rid of the coyote, which plays such a 
havoe among the flocks of the frontier 
farmer. Ik will be suggested by a 
resolution from one of the locals that 
the Government encourage the raising 
of dogs to kill the coyotes that kill the 
sheep. 

Transportation Problems. 

The problems of transportation as 
they affect the farmer, both as to the 
rural roads from the farm to the mar- 
ket town, the shipping difficulties from 
ihe elevator and stoeckyard to the 
metropolis OY the seaport, and even 
the overseas transportation, may come 
under discussion at the convention. 

Even the law-makers are likely to 
receive some advice from this farmers’ 
parliament of Alberta, for among the 
found 


grist of resolution are to be 
those dealing with legislation which 
the farmers desire to have nessed. 


While not a political organization in 
the common use of that term, yet 
when such a large portion of the elec- 
ate desire to secure a new law or a 
1 of any kind, their opinions 
considerable weight with the 
legislators, 

The University’s reception will be 
an interesting feature for the farmers. 
Many of them in their own rural com-
